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Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 




To the Board of School Directors for the Town of 
Rutland ; 


Gentlemen ; 

I herewith submit to you my third annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Rut- 
land. 

Eight schools have been maintained in the town 
during the past year, seven of them of the usual length 
and one, the school in the Post district, for twenty- 
nine weeks only. There has been but one change in 
the corps of teachers during the year; Miss Elsie 
Hughes of the Dyer school resigned at the close of the 
spring term to accept a position in a grade. Miss 
Louise A. Davis of Rutland, a graduate of the Castle- 
ton Normal School, was engaged to succeed her. The 
following table shows the names of the teachers em- 
ployed during the past year, the school in which each 
has taught, the school from which each was graduat- 
ed, if above a grammar school, the years of service 
in this town and the grade of certificate held by 
each :

The above table shows that of the nine different teachers employed, six have had 
special training for their work. 


EYE AND EAR TEST

CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS 
A steady improvement has been madeinthe work 
of the schools during the past year. 
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The attendance is much better than it has been 
in previous years. The teachers are all putting forth 
special effort to gain perfect attendance. To encour- 
age their efforts, the percentage of attendance in the 
several schools is published each week in the Rutland 
papers. There is a contest among the schools to ob- 
tain a perfect record each week. 

The general good order in all the schools, the 
neat appearance of the school rooms, the spirit of 
co-operation between teacher and pupil, politeness of 
the pupils, show a decided contrast to the conditions 
found in some of the schools three years ago. In- 
struction in good conduct, morals and neatness is 
being quietly given throughout the schools. 

While improvemeet has been steady in nearly all 
branches of school work, a noticeable change for the 
better has been made in the subjects of reading and 
spelling. New reading material has been added dur- 
ing the year and still more is necessary. The intro- 
duction of new reading matter has greatly stimulat- 
ed the interest in this subject. More thorough work 
is being done in Arithmetic than in the past. 

The Palmer system of penmanship has been intro- 
duced into the schools at the Center and better re- 
sults in this subject are looked for. 

Last April, at the suggestion of your superin- 
tendent, the Rutland City Library secured from the 
State Library Commission a traveling library for 
use in the schools. This was placed in the Grammar 
school at the Center. This fall we have two such 
libraries, one at the Center and one at the Cheney 
school. Much interest has been taken in them and 
much good derived from them. 

Frequent visits to the schools have shown me 
that most of the pupils are lacking in such informa- 
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tion about their own town and state as school 
children ought to have. In order that the majority 
of the pupils may know more about their town and 
state, each teacher has been instructed to see that 
all the older children, at least, and as many of the 
younger ones as possible, be able to give, when 
asked, the following information: Name of town, 
county and state, capital of Vermont and shire town 
of the county, Governor of Vermont, town in which 
he lives, Lieutenant Governor and his home, U. S. 
Senators from Vermont and their homes, U. S. Rep- 
resentatives from Vermont and their homes, cities ol 
Vermont, public institutions of the state, colleges in 
the state, the normal schools, principal town officers 
and names of officers, and duties of same, names of 
towns in Rutland County, railroad stations from 
Rutland to Burlington, Rutland to Bellows Falls, 
Rutland to Whitehall, counties in Vermont, chief 
rivers in the state, principal railroads in the state, 
chief occupations and industries of one’s town and 
vicinity, chief occupations, industries and products 
of the state, names of President and Vice-President, 
names of all the presidents in their order, etc. 

One may smile as he reads this meager list of 
things a school boy is supposed to know, but the 
smile may turn to pity or chagrin when he learns 
how little of this and similar information a pupil has. 
Instruction about one’s town and state has been too 
much neglected in the past. Efforts along this line 
will be made through the year so that more children 
will know more about their town and state. To 
better give such instruction, an up-to-date map of 
Vermont should be placed in all the rooms above the 
primary grade. There is now but one good map of 
Vermont in the schools. 
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PRE-MEMORIAL DAY 

Exercises appropriate to the occasion were held 
in all the schools on Pre-Memorial Day, in accord- 
ance with the law, and in most cases were well at- 
tended by the citizens. 

SCHOOL ROOM DECORATION 

Under the direction of the teachers at Center Rut- 
land, one entertainment and several parties of a 
social nature have been held in the town hall to raise 
funds for the purchase of pictures for the school 
rooms. The following pictures have been purchased 
and hung : 

In the hall, portraits of Washington and Lincoln. 

In the Grammar room, ‘'The Gleaners,” “Signing 
of the Declaration of Independence,” “Sir Gallahad.” 

In the Intermediate room, “The Shepherdess,” 
“Head of Christ,” “Pharaoh’s Horses.” 

In the Second Primary room, “Mending the 
Cart,” “Can’t You Talk ?” and “Prince Balthazar.” 

In the First Primary room, “Playmates,” “Fam- 
ily Cares,” “Feeding Her Birds,” “Sistine Madonna.” 

The entertainment mentioned was given bv the 
pupils and was in the nature of two little plavs, 
songs an recitations. 

HIGH SCHOOL ENTRANCE EXAMINATIONS 

Twelve students took the examination for free 
tuition in High School in Juue and August. The 
namesofthe successful candidates are: Irene Donahue, 
Edward Fox, Vera Fish, Remo Genovesi, James Han- 
ley, Genevieve Hanley, Antonio Moriglioni, George 
Nelson, Helen Squires and Amanda Torkelson. Near- 
ly all of these entered the Rutland High School. 
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MUSIC 

I greatly regret that no favorable action in re- 
gard to instruction in music has been taken by the 
School Directors. I am sure that arrangements can 
be made by which the services of a music teacher for 
oneor two days each week can be procured at a very 
slight expense. The cultural value of good music in 
the schools is something that can not be estimated. 
It effects the whole life of the child. I earnestly hope 
that this matter ma}' receive early and favorable at- 
tention. 

REPAIRS 

Changes have been made at the Cheney school, 
which were suggested in a previous report. An addi- 
tion to the front of the building, making a large 
entr\ r and coat room, has been built, the school room 
enlarged by the removal of a partition, a hard wood 
floor laid and single seats and desks provided. The 
building is now quite satisfactor}' with the exception 
of the arrangement of the seats with reference to the 
windows. The present arrangement is very faulty 
and should be changed. The pupils now sit facing 
the windows, and many complaints are made by 
pupils and teacher of the eye strain thus caused. No 
further repairs on school buildings have been made. 

FLAGS 

The Cheney and Dyer schools are still unprovided 
with flags, as is required by law, and as was voted 
bv the Board last spring. As both of these buildings 
are situated on main roads, the absence of the re- 
quired school flag is noticed. 

In order that I may keep in close touch with the 
schools I have prepared the following postal card

Supplies needed 

As the territory which }^our Superintendent has 
to cover is so large, there being forty-three schools in 
the Union District, he is unable to meet the several 
members of the Board of Directors to inform them 
of the condition of the schools as often as he would 
like. I suggest as in my report of last year, that 
meetings be held at stated times so that matters of 
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interest and importance can be brought to the 
attention of the Board, and necessary action taken 
on important matters. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I again recommend that changes be made at the 
Dyer school so that entrance to the closets shall not 
be from the school room. That a larger stove with 
ventilating arrangement be installed in the school. 
It it difficult to warm the room at present. 

That an appropriation be made so that your 
Superintendent may engage speakers occasionally to 
address the schools on special occasions. 

That when a pupil has done the work of the first 
seven or eight grades in a satisfactory manner, his 
transportation be provided for so he may take the 
ninth grade at the Grammar school at the Center, 
and in this way begin to make a graded system out 
of our ungraded schools. 

That the Board of Directors try to arrange with 
the management of the County F'air to offer prizes 
to the boys and girls of the town for the best display 
of the products of the farm and garden raised by 
their own efforts; for the collection of native woods 
and statement of principal use to which each is put; 
for best collection of various soils with description of 
the same; for work done with tools or the needle, 
and thus encourage independent home work on the 
part of the boys and girls. 

That the walls of the school building at the Cen- 
ter be tinted some pleasing color during the summer 
vacation. 

Other recommendations appear in the body of 
this report and others will be made at the next meet- 
ing of the Board.
